RK'HKS OF MEMPHIS.
Lumber, worth one dollar per thou-

sand feet in Liverpool, costs from ten to
twenty in Memphis. The report of the
agricultural bureau for 1871, states that
forests of Maine, Michigan, and other
aorthern and western States are ex-

hausted, and that what is left of mer-

chantable trees fit for use in ship-bnild-i-

will be rapidly consumed by rail-

way builders. Recently this matter
was investigated by the British naval
bureau and it was determined to secure
supplies for government ship-yard-s

from the wilds of Arkansas. Contracts
for this purpose have been executed and
citizens of northern States have underta-

ken to supply five million feet of lumber
-- uch as ship-builde- rs require. Stumps

aed in making "knees" are more valu-

able than the bodies of trees. A knee
four and one-ha- lf feet long from the
center of the curve in one direction, and
six feet in tbe other, aud six inches in
thickness, is worth thirty-tw- o dollars.
(six knees are otten proaueeo irom a
single stump, and the larger the knees
the costlier. An Arkansas farmer, who
lives not far south of the Missouri line,. . i l ir.MLjnon tlie route oi ine proposeu --neiim?
and Jacksonport railroad, tells us

that his land furnishes him, under
the contract mentioned with the
British government, two hundred
and eighty dollars per acre in
timber alone, and the land is worth
more after than before the ship-timb-er

is removed. In very troth we have not
even learned the value of our own prop-

erty, and least of all of the interminable
forties that cover as with a robe, to repel
fierce wintry blasts and hot sunbeams of
summertime, the exuberant bosom oi
mother earth. There is more wealth in
the lowlands in walnut and cypress and
cane, when railroads invade and Al
corn a dykes Hedge in tue swamps,
than in cotton fields that shame the
whiteness of northern snowdrifts.
Kroin these simple facts, to say nothing
of cctton and silver and lead, we
to deduce conclusions as to the bound
less wealth of the country beyond the
M loni. Kudless canebrakes will
yet give origin to papier-mach-e manu-
factories; walnut forests such as never
elsewhere in the I'nited States crowned
woodlands with unexampled wealth,
must give origin to furniture shops, and
masts for European navies must be sup-

plied by pines and cypres- - trees that lift
their stately proportions the first above
the hills and the last above the lowlands
of Arkansas. We see these facts hour-
ly. We have been content to con-

template them without thinking
of their utilization. If we
would aggrandize Memphis, let us give
wealth aud population to Arkansas.
Europe should know all that we do of
tbe country across the river. Let a de-

scriptive geographical pamphlet be dis-

tributed in France and Germany and
Italy and England, reciting those facts
with a map of the country about Mem-
phis, its rivers aud railways, and then

ill he legitimate results accruing
froi j natural advantages which we have
cri:nlnallv failed to seize and utilize.

THE PATENT LAWS.
There is much complaint throughout

the country in regard to the patent laws
adopted and perpetuated by congress.
As an incentive to industry ana enter-

prise, inventors should be encouraged
and richly rewarded for useful and valu-

able contrivances. But they are never
content. Their continual cry is give!
give! The more valuable the patent,
tbe more anxious is the inventor to re-

new it. After accumulating riches the
patentee appears before congress, pleads
poverty, aud asks for a renewal of his
letters. The avarice of these men should
have a limit. As an illustration of the
injustice of the patent laws, we have
only to refer to a few facts. McCormick
is one of the wealthiest men in the Uni-

ted States, made so by his reapers. But
he is permitted to oppress the fanner by
tbe high price asked for his machines.
Wheat is rotting in the western uutrket,
hut McCormick, under the operations of
tbe latent laws, is permitted to secure
his pound of tlesh, McCormick recently
gave evidence in a law suit, in which
he stated that his reapers cost fifty
dollars to manufacture them. Yet
farmers are charged about two hundred
dollars for them. We see it stated that
in one of the western K tales one
bank alone held notes of the farmers of
that country, due to McCormick, for
reapers, to the amount of two hundred
thousand dollars. These reapers cost
McCormick about fifty thousand dollars;
the other one hundred and fifty thou-
sand dollars was stealage under the

law. The

can be built for one hundred dollars. A
sewing machine costs for the work and
material twelve dollars, but the
poor, tax-ridd- people pay sev-

enty, eighty, or a hundred dollars
for it.

The purchasers, with Messrs. Green

law, Brinkley, McDonald ami Tate of
the Memphis and Little Rock road, sub-

ject to tbe claims of tbe first and second
mortgagees, are Messrs. Witt and Wade,
of Cleveland, Ohio. Including the sum
due the State of Arkansas (one million
two hundred thousand dollars) the road
as now held costs these gentlemen thirty
thousand dollars per mile, and they pro-

pose to expend in ballasting and other-
wise, during the next six months, not
less than six hundred thousand dollars.
Very soon this Little Rock. road will be
tbe best property of the kind in the
Cnlted States. The St. Louis foad from
Little Rock cannot compete with this
shorter line to a water route, costing less
per mile, as held, than the Cairo
and Fulton or St. Louis and Iron Moun-

tain road. The fact that the Little
Rock road costs its present owners this
small sum is most fortunate for Mem-
phis. Rates of freights may be steadily
reduced until the cheapest route from
Fort Smith, or from Fulton and Texas,
to the east, must be found over this Lit-

tle Rock rosd rather than through St.
Louis or Cairo, to the east. Of

the Fort Smith road and river freights
to Little Rock will prefer the road to
Memphis, and it only remains, in order
to secure this result, to redii"e freight
charges over roads from Memphis to
New York to the same rates exacted by
roads fram St. Louis to New York. The
distance is not very much greater to and
from Memphis, and yet it costs eighteen
dollars to travel from New York to
Kansas City, and thirty-eig- ht dollars
we believe from New York to Memphis.
Reduction of rates on this side of the
river may be quite as indispensible as
on the other. The business of the Little
Rock road will grow rapidly as freight
charges are lessened, and as population
along the road is thus made more dense,
and now that Mr. Greenlaw and his
associates are relieved of liabilities cre-

ated by contractors and railroad man-
agers who hive figured in the swamps
for twenty years past, the Memphis and
Little Rock railway .company must be-

come one of the favored and most suc-

cessful institutions of country.

Hartman was buried yes
terday, about three hundred moulders,
machinists and blacksmiths, and mem-
bers of other trades unions, marching in
the procession. Jordan, who was
wounded in the affair, proves to have
lieen very dangerously hurt, and may
lie.

Grand Chief Engineer Wilson, of the
Brotherhood of Locomotive F'ugineers,
in his interview last Tuesday night with
General Superintendent Van Home,
stated that the brotherhood was not en-
gaged in the strike; it was wholly the
work of the mobilier division ; was m
violation of the rules of the organiza-
tion; would not be sanctioned by it, and
that the way to deal with those engaged
iu the strike would be to suspend the
division until the next general conven-
tion and then, upon investigation, their
charter migbt be taken from them. He
was emphatic in his statement that the
brotherhood does not sanction strikes.
He had no power to decide the matter,
but would counsel the strikers that they
bad gone too fax and should cease their
demonstrations.
